III. APPROVAL OF MINUTES OF REGULAR MEETING HELD January 3, 2014 

Chairman Hartnett called for approval of the minutes of the January 3, 2014 meeting. Member Washington moved 
to approve the minutes. Member Coli seconded. The Board passed the motion unanimously, by a voice vote. 

IV. ADMINISTRATIVE MATTERS 

Chairman Hartnett asked Executive Director Mlynski to present the State Panel administrative actions report for the 
period of time from December 1 through December 31, 2013. She presented the report and summarized its 
highlights. The Board examined the report and discussed it. Fiscal and legislative reports were presented and 
discussed in the joint meeting the local and state panels scheduled earlier that morning.

Chairman Hartnett asked General Counsel Post to call the case. General Counsel Post called the case then asked 
Counsel Hamburg-Gal to present the issues of the case. Counsel Hamburg-Gal stated that on March 5, 2013, 
Administrative Law Judge (ALJ) Sidwell issued an Recommended Decision and Order (RDO). The ALJ found that 
employees Rao and Liu in the titles of Environmental Scientist 1 and 11, are pubic employees within the meaning of 
Section 3(n) of the Act and rejected that the positions are managerial within the meaning of Section 3(j) of the Act 
and recommended that the positions be added to the bargaining unit. After her presentation she recommended that 
the Board adopt the ALJ's recommendation. After discussion, Member Besson moved to accept the ALJ’s 
recommendation with modifications. Member Washington seconded the motion, and the Board passed it 
unanimously, by a voice vote.
